Rodgcrs fled out the back window 
of his mobile home the day agents 
arrived to serve his arrest warrant. 
A canine unit from Alto was 
brought in to help apprehend 
Rodj»crs, who was hiding in a 
wooded area behind his home. 

Among witnesses for the defense 
was 25-ycar-okl Ronald Godfrey, • 
who had lived with Rodgcrs as his 
roomntc for the past four years. 
Godfrey was a partner in Rodgcrs' 
business—a MaysvtMc produce 
farm. Much of G ray's questioning 
was aimed at showing the jury that 
Godfrey was present most of I he 
time Rodgcrs was on the farm 
with boys in the scout troop. God- 
frey said he never wilncssed any- 
thing unusual between Rodgcrs 
and the boys. The troop met at 
Rodgcrs* home since it had no. 
other meeting p':rcc. he sunt. 
■ Godfrey, who uid not in un the,.. 



camping trip, said Rodgcrs had 
told him of an incident involving a 
*/oop member in Houston County. 
He said one of the boys had ap- 
parently had a bad drenm while on 
the trip, Rodgers took the boy 
outside the lent at the campsite to 
talk to him and the boy toid him 
he had dreamed another boy in 
the troop was having set with him, 
said Godfrey. 

Testimony from character wit* 
ncsscs revealed that Rodgcrs had 
been asked repeatedly hy commu- 
nity members to assist with the 
scout troop and that he was reluc- 
tant at first to do so. 

Testimony from one of the 
defense witnesses, who is the 
mother of a troop memher, ap- 
parently backfired. Gray's ques- 
tions to the mother focused on 
Rodscrs* character. However, 
when the state cws-cxnrnincd the 



witness, Madison almost immedi- 
ately asked whether her son had 
mid her about what happened on 
the camping trip. The **oman 
tegan to cry. She indicated her

Rodgcrs was serving in 3 volun- 
tary capacity as head of the troop 
and fits application for becoming 
an official scout leader was being 
processed by Boy Scouts of Amer- 
ica at the time of the criminal 
charges.

Scout Workers Arrested 
On Molestation Charges 



Two Maysviile area men who I 
worked with separate Boy Scout 
troops were indicted for child moles- 
tation charges this week by a Jack- 
son County grand jury. 

The grand jury indicted James 
Scott Rogers, 46, on two counts of 
child molestation, while another 
Maysviile scout troop worker/Larry 
James David, 40, of Route 3, JefTer- * 
son, was indicted for five counts of " 
■child molestation. 

Two different scout troops were ; 
involved in the cases, which were in- 
vestigated by the Jackson County ' 
Sheriffs Department and the Geor- 
gia Bureau of Investigation. 

Sheriff Stan Evans said David, 
who was arrested Jan. 9, has been 
released on bond, while Rogers, who 
was arrested last November, re- 
mains in jail. Rogers is aiso charged 
with aggravated child molestation in 
Houston County, which stems from a 
scout outing the troop was on in that 
county. 

The David investigation was an 
outgrowth of the Rogers case, which 
apparently spurred some alleged vic- 
tims to come forward, authorities 
said. David was aiso involved in a 
sports booster club in Jackson Coun- 
ty and helped coach young boys ages 
9 through 11. according to a GBI re- 
port. 
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
